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J. HERE is no doubt that the feeling 
which pervades the majority of people 
who erect monuments to their dead is 
of the tender est ; a sincere desire to do 
nothing , even in the simplest form, which 
is not fitting and in entire harmony with 
the feeling that prompts the erection of 
the memorials. This feeling , if properly 
protected and guarded , would lead to the 
harmonious and sober treatment 
so necessary in such places " 


AUGUSTUS SAINT GAUDENS 

America's Most Eminent Sculptor 
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This outdoor pulpit at ‘Prato , carved in marble by ^Donatello 
and zJfttichelozzo, is an unusual architectural feature and most 
interesting in the treatment of the frieze of little figures. It 
has been in place on the facade of the Qathedral over four 
hundred years. 
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The Qhurch of the S. S. cAnnunziata is conspicuous among all 
the buildings in Florence, This remarkable monument , in black 
and white marble , is built into one of the fhapel walls. 
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The Qarter ^Mausoleum, reared in Woodlawn Qemetery , 
1 Ifew York, as a memorial to Frank Qarter, the actor. Floth 
the exterior and interior of this structure are of white ‘Vermont 
marble. 
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The Qampo Santo at (Jenoa is one of the largest and finest ceme- 
teries in Italy. From the lower portion in a river valley , with 
its sumptuous monuments in the recesses of the arcades , f ights 
of steps and broad walks ascend to the upper galleries , the central 
point of which is a marble Pantheon.

The marble groups in the fountain of the Palace at faserta, 
Italy , have withstood the severity of their exposure to water and 
weather since 1752. Of their beauty against the background of 
dark foliage the illustration is only suggestive . 
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Michelangelo’s greatest work in marble was the sculptured 
£hapel of the zJftCedici, containing the tombs of the brothers 
forenzo and Qiuliano de ^Medici. Of the figure of D\ (fight, 
at the right below the figure of fiprenzo (// Penseroso ), 
zdkfdchelangelo wrote: 

* 4 Carved by an zAngel, in this marble white 
Sweetly reposing, lo, the Qoddess Offght. 

Calmly she sleeps , and so must living be; 
i Awake her gently ; She will speak to thee.”

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The Triumphal Arch of Qonstantine was erected by the Senate 
and people of Thorne to commemorate the Emperor' s victory in 
JI2 A . D. over the Emperor AUaxentius. For over sixteen 
hundred years it has stood, little scarred by time, a monument to 
the ruler who gave Qhristians complete liberty of worship. 
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The Torta fapuana , Naples, one of the finest existing F^en- 
aissance gateways , was erected after 1485 for Ferdinand I of 
cl Aragon . The reliefs above were added in IJJS f or C^ ar ^ es ^ s 
entry into Ufa pies. Today the busy traffic from the garden 
district outside the city flozvs under its graceful arch.
